Election Dates Set 

Dates have been set for a 
primary and general election to fill 
a vacancy created by the resigna- 
tion of 22nd District State Repre- 
sentative Greg Pitoniak, who left 
office to become Mayor of Taylor. 

Although no Republican has 
yet stepped forward to announce 
his/her candidacy, at least three 
people (Taylor resident Susan Cis- 
lo, Taylor City Treasurer Wayne F. 
Avery, and Taylor City Council- 
man Raymond Basham) have ex- 
pressed an interest in running on 
the Democratic ticket, prompting 
Governor John Engler to callfora 
primary election to be held May 
20. The generalelection has been 
scheduled for June 17. 

In the annual Romulus Com- 
munity Schools election, to be held 
June 9, two Board of Education 
seats — currently held by Sandra 
Langley and Ken Berlinn — will be 
decided. Berlinn has already an- 
nounced his intentions to run for 
another four-year term, but Lang- 
ley will not seek reelection. 

Also on the June 9 ballot will 
be aCity Charter amendment pro- 
posal which, if adopted, would ex- 
tend the term length of the City's 
elected offices (Mayor, Clerk, Trea- 
surer, and Council) to four years. 
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Avery Announces Candidacy for State Rep Seat 


Editor's note: This is the second in 
a series of articles on candidates seek- 
ing the 22nd District's State Represen- 
tative seat, recently vacated when Greg 
Pitoniak resigned his office to accept an 
appointment as Mayor of Taylor. The 
first, concerning candidate Susan Cislo, 
appeared in our January 24 issue; a 
third, concerning candidate Raymond 
Basham, will be published in our March 
21 edition. Others will appear as candi- 
dates announce their intentions to run 
for office. 

Wayne Avery is one of three candi- 
dates who have, to date, announced 
their plans to run for State Representa- 
tive of the 22nd District. Inthe upcoming 
primary, set for May 20, Avery will vie 
with Taylor resident Susan Cislo and 
Taylor City Councilman Ray Basham to 
win the Democrat's spot on the ballot; 
so far, no Republican has come forward 
as a candidate. The general election 
has been set for June 17. ) 

Avery, who currently holds the 
elected office of Treasurer of the City of 
Taylor, has extensive experience in lo- 
cal government, including service as a 
Taylor City Councilman (1987-1989) 
and a member of the Romulus Board of 
Education (1977-1981). 

The 31-year resident of Taylor (and 
former nine-year resident of Romulus) 
feels that he has a lot to offer the com- 


munities of Romulus and Taylor as their 
representative in Lansing. 

"Our district has had the good for- 
tune of being represented with the in- 
tegrity of Greg Pitoniak," Avery said. 
"Having myself served in the local gov- 
ernment roles of School Board member 
in Romulus, Taylor City Councilman, 
and, currently, Treasurer of Taylor, | 
believe | will bring the same kind of 
dedication to the district. It is vital to our 
citizens that we continue the progress 
and achievement undertaken in our 
district." 

Among Avery's top concerns are 
public safety, taxes, education, and se- 
nior citizens. 

"The increase in juvenile crime and 
gang activity tells us that the current 
juvenile criminal justice system is not 
working," said Avery, who spent a total 
of 16 years as a juvenile court proba- 
tions officer. 

Because he feels that juveniles of- 
tencontinue to commiicrime, even while 
on probation, Avery favors exploring 
the possibility of starting a"youth camps" 
program for juvenile offenders, as other 
states have done. 

"Teens mustlearn at an early age to 
be responsible for their actions. They 
must be dealt with in a fair but tough 
manner," said Avery, who also supports 
cracking down on adult crime. 





RHS Graduates, Teachers

The Romulus High School Alumni 
Association, in conjunction with Romu- 
lus High School (RHS) staff, is planning 
an Alumni Career Day to be held on 
Friday, March 14, at the High School.

Discussing his belief that Michigan 
residents already pay too much money 
in taxes, Avery pointed out that millions 
of dollars in revenue are lost every year 
due to uncollected taxes owed to the 
State by both residents and businesses. 
Avery would introduce legislation to 
aggressively collect this money. 

"It simply is not fair that thousands 
of families and senior citizens struggle 
every year to pay their taxes while oth- 
ers are getting away without paying a 
penny," he stated. 

Proud of his own pursuit of "dead- 
beat" taxpayers as the Treasurer of 
Taylor, Avery says that he has collected 
over three million dollars that, other- 
wise, would have been lost. He looks 
forward to the chance to do the same 
thing at the State level. 

"If we all paid our equal share, we 
would have better funding for important 
programs like education and road re- 
pair,” he explained. 

His previous experience as a his- 
tory/social-science teacher and school- 
boardmember hasleftAvery with strong 
feelings about education, as well. 

"We must effectively deal with the 
students who come to school only to 
cause trouble, participate in gang activ- 
ity, and use drugs," he said. "It is not fair 
when the many students who wish to 
learn, and the teachers who wish to 
educate, are disrupted by those mis- 
guided youth who often create havoc in 
our schools.”

City, EDS Urged To Approach Meeting 
with Fair Minds, Cooperative Spirit

As most of you probably know by 
now, Wayne County Circuit Court Judge 
Claudia House Morcom recently handed 
down several rulings in ongoing litiga- 
tion between the City of Romulus and 
Environmental Disposal Systems, Inc. 
(EDS). Although most aspects of the 
two cases in question have been de- 
cided in favor of the City, there are two 
counts in the second lawsuit (in which 
EDS seeks $100 million in damages 
from the City) which the Judge has 
declined to dismiss outright, and on 
which she will continue to review. 

Unfortunately, a few City officials 
and private citizens have misled many 
residents with premature (at best) or 
mistaken (at worst) announcements that 
the City has defeated EDS, choosing to 
ignore the fact that this second lawsult 
is far from over, and that EDS has 
already announced its intention to ap- 
peal parts of the cases. 

In actuality, Judge Morcom has al- 
ready established the next step in the 
process: a conference which she has 
scheduled for Wednesday, March 12, 
and which she has ordered both parties 
to attend. "Because of the circumstances 
ofthese particular cases," Morcomwrote 
inaletter which accompanied her latest 
decisions, "and the time and expense 
being incurred by all parties including 
the Judicial System, the Court would 


like to discuss possible equitable reso-. 


lutions of the matter." 

We at "the little paper" are happy to 
hear that Judge Morcom is concerned 
about the steadily mounting cost of this 
seemingly interminable litigation, and 
strongly support her efforts to get both 
parties involved in (hopefully fruitful) 
discussions. 

Therefore, with the utmost respect, 
we urge both the City of Romulus and

EDS to put aside any personal animosi- 
ties that have (perhaps understand- 
ably) developed over the course of this 
protracted disagreement, and approach 
the upcoming conference with fair minds 
in an honest attempt to weigh al/ con- 
cerns with an eye to the overall future of 
the citizens of Romulus. 

Specifically, we ask the City to con- 
sider the following facts. 
¢ Given the continuing — and unop- 

posed — operation of many much 

more dangerous facilities within the 

City limits, the City's continued op- 

position to EDS' relatively innocu- 

ous project on the grounds that it is 
protecting our health and welfare 
seems arbitrary. 

« Thecost of further litigation will con- 
tinue to make heavy inroads in our 
City treasury, consuming funds that 
are desperately needed to improve 
other services. 

- Even if the City is ultimately suc- 
cessful inits battle against the well at 
Northline and Wahrman, these law- 
suits have absolutely no bearing on 
EDS' second proposed well site on 
Citrin. Drive, where the property is 
zoned MI-2, and therefore offer no 
guarantee that Romulus willbe "well- 
free.” 

¢ No matter how convinced of victory 
some City officials may be, they must 
(if they are responsible) considerthe 
definite possibility that the City could 
lose —and, therefore, they must also 
consider what such a loss would 
cost the taxpayers who live here. 

Finally, we call upon EDS to con- 
tinue the spirit of good-faith negotiating 
it has already shown in its dealings with 
the Environmental Concerns Associa- 
tion, and live up to its promises to work 
with the City to address every legitimate 
environmental and safety concern by 
conceding to all proposals for reason- 
able measures which would make its 
operation as "fail-safe" as possible. 

If both parties enter the upcoming 
conference with an honest attempt to 
find what Judge Morcom called "pos- 
sible equitable resolutions of the mat- 
ter," surely some can be found. —

Bennett Bill Would Close 
Doors on Imported Waste 


Atarecent press conference, Sena- 
tor Loren Bennett (R—Canton Township) 
announced that Michigan is "simply 
waiting for an affirmative nod from the 
Feds as she stands poised at her bor- 
ders, ready to slam the gates on any 
further imported trash.” 

Surrounded by bags of trash la- 
beled "Return to Canada," "Return to 
Georgia," etc., Bennett — who is the 
chair of the Senate Natural Resources 
and Environmental Affairs Committee — 
stated, "Michigan is currently a net im- 
porter of certain solid wastes. This is not 
a legacy we wish to leave to our chil- 
dren, nor is it a title to which we want to 
lay claim while attempting to increase 
our tourist trade." 

Bennett said that the State has been 
helpless to defend itself against the 
increased importation of certain types 
of trash from Canada and other states — 
including neighboring Ohio, Indiana, II- 
linois, and Wisconsin —due to Supreme 
Court decisions which forbid any re- 
straint against interstate commerce. He 
added that discussions are taking place 
at the Federal level which could provide 
relief from these decisions. 


2s ATE REPUBLIC 
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"Michigan should not be adumping 
ground for its neighbors, the rest of the 
Nation, and especially not another coun- 
try," Bennett said. "We are a state of 
abundant natural resources and beauty, 
and we work hard to keep our state 
clean. Once the Federal legislation is 
passed," he added, "Senate Bill 4 will 
allow us to refuse out-of-state waste at 
our borders." 

Michigan currently accepts Type II 
and Type Ill solid waste from 10 states 
and Canada. Type II solid waste con- 
sists of typical household trash, while 
Type Ill solid waste is nonhazardous 
industrial waste such as concrete slabs 
and construction materials. 

"Tourism is Michigan's second-larg- 
est industry, and Michigan is currently 
preparing a marketing plan to increase 
that trade. Part of our attraction is our 
beauty, and as soon as the Federal 
government allows us to, we'll put a 
stop to spoiling it with other people's 
trash.” 

Senate Bill 4 is currently in the 
Senate Natural Resources and Envi- 
ronmental Affairs Committee, awaiting 
passage of Federal legislation. U

“Put Your Money Where Your 
Heart Is" Campaign Continues

Every year, your Michigan State 
income-tax form offers you the opportu- 
nity to help prevent child abuse and 
neglect by donating to the Children's 
Trust Fund (CTF). Simply check box 
#27 on your Michigan State income-tax 
form or write in the amount of your gift 
and you can donate part of your tax 
refundto CTF andbecomea"Prevention 
Partner." Your gift is tax-deductible in 
the following year. CTF calls this "put- 
ting your money where your heart Is!" 

But it's more than that. It's putting 
your money toward the one thing that 
can stop the cycle of child abuse and 
neglect — prevention.
